symptoms. Meakin s

weakn ess or fatigue. An d yet fa- 
mil.ar ss it is what d oes it con ­ 
sist in ? Where is it located ? How 
can you d escribe it? 
It occurs as a perfectly n ormal 
an d explain able result of exertion , 
a lon g 
period 
of con cen trated 
work. That is physiological fa ­ 
tigue. It occurs as a symptom of 
man y, if n ot most, organ ic d is­ 
eases, as a con stan t accompan i­ 
men t, n ot the result of exertion . 
An d , as we ail kn ow, in the form 
of “that tired feelin g’’ it is the 
con gen ital en d owmen t of a cer­ 
tain class of people who d o n othin g 
to d eserve it. In fact the on ly 
classes of human bein gs w’ho d o 
n ot seem to suffer from fatigue 
sometime or other are id iots, Vice­ 
presid en tial can d id ates, an d little 
boys.

How d o you kn ow when you are 
fatigued ? It may seem a fooI >h 
question , but, accord in g to Dr. 
Don ald Laird , who has stud ied it 
in a psychological laboratory, fa ­ 
tigue may man ifest itself in man y 
un expected 
ways. 
Restlessn ess, 
for on e. Excessive perspiration , 
can d y an d tobacco taste flat, itchi­ 
n ess, a ten d en cy to laugh sen se­ 
lessly, a ten d en cy to misplace con ­ 
stan tly used articles, such a* spec­ 
tacles or false teeth, a ten d en cy 
to chan ge to an other job before 
completin g the on e you are on , 
are some of the others. 
Physiologists have talked for a 
lon g time about the accumulation 
of fatigue substan ces in the blood , 
but 
the 
on ly 
d efin itely 
proved 
chemical substan ce foun d is lac­ 
tic acid. 
Causes of Fatigue 
Stud y of the causes of fatigue 
resultin g from exertion show* pre­ 
pon d eran tly that it is n ot so much 


the exertion itself that will cause 
fatigue as extran eous factors— 
such as lack of rest pauses, in ad e­ 
quate sleep between workin g d ays, 
an d light, n oise, vibration 
an d 
ven tilation . When n oise in a work 
room is loud er than 45 d icibels it 
precipitates a bod y reaction con ­ 
sistin g of ten sen ess of muscles 
bo’h volun tary an d in volun tary 
an d in creased blood pressure. Pro- 
f*p<ion al typists, un d er test con ­ 
d ition s, showed these reaction s 18 
per cen t more when typin g in a 
room with 55 d icibels n oise than 
in the same room with 40 d icibels 
n o.se. Vibration is what tires you 
in automobile or train rid in g. 
Nutrition , a* might be expected , 
play? a con stan t an d major role 
in red ucin g fatigue. No, n ot vita­ 
min s. just plain old sugar! At 
Colgate Un iversity fatigue recov­ 
ery on climbin g two flight* of 
stairs was carefully measured an d 
the fatigue recovery value of e at­ 
in g suga r before han d can be cal­ 
culated in almost mathematical 
terms. The improvemen t on sugar 
d ays was 8 9 per cen t better for 
the motor-visual reaction time, l l 
per cen t better for bod y sway 
with the ataxiagraph, 2 per cen t 
better for eve-han d coord in ation , 
an d I i i p er cen t bettor for atten ­ 
tion lag. That is gettin g it d own 
pretty fin e. It certain ly justifies 
th*1 mid -morn in g an d mid -after­ 
n oon sn ack, an d shows up the pop 
an d cola an d ice cream an d can d y 
bar ven d in g machin es n ot as a 
ba^e commercial form of pan d er­ 
in g, but as a highly scien tific an d 
properly accred ited aid to in d us­ 
try.
